I do not think I can claim a per- 
sonal acquaintance with any man in 
Deeatur who has ever been a saloon 
keeper. I am an earnest inquirer after 
truth on this subject, and not a man 
possessed of one idea, which he is bound 
to defend against all assaults either of 
reason or facts. All this I tbink tbe 
editors of the REPUBLICAX can vouch 
for, and the Doctor will know what ho 
has to meet. 


The Doctor promises us plenty oi 


facts. Now if he will take the ques- 
tions propounded in my letter, and 
read them, without comment, to his 
audience at the nest temperance meet- 
ing, and will ask them to conscientious- 
ly and without prejudice, consider them 
for one week, seeking for facts as an- 
swers, 1 think he can get some ideas for 
future use from the answers they will 
call forth.

The sentence has also been ap- 
proved by the secretary of war, and it 
only remains for the president to say 
the word and Reno will be relegated to 
private life for the future.

wego, New York. 
The officers have

Why was a petitioner here 
if not to say he had bejn engaged in 
rebellion against hia government, and 
ask to have his disabilities removed ? 
Why not let every man come and say 
that he had been engaged in the late 
unpleasantness? The house had too 
often heard those rose-colored names 
for rebellion to have them reprinted in 
the public records. There was a con- 
stant, insidious, continued effort being 
made on the other side of tbe house to 
incorporate in the literature of the 
house smooth-sounding words for re- 
bellion, treason and insmrcction, until, 
if any one used the good, old-fashioned 
words, he waa immediately rebuked. He 
expressed himself as surprised that so 
many of his republican colleagues had 
last Friday voted for a disability bill 
similar to the present one. Thank God, 
he was not one of those who had such a 
record. 
He hoped his remarks would 


call the attention of the people and 
soldiers of the North to this tendency, 
even on his side of the house, to forget 
all the dismal, horrible past, and smooth 
it all over by the application of a new 
kind of literature in the proceedings of 
the house. 


Messrs. Young, Ellis and Goode rose 


to reply, but Mr. Wood objected on the 
ground that further discussion was un- 
wise and unprofitable.
